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N the road from Londen to Stotbe are the towns 
[| of Uxbridge, Chalfont, Amerſham, Great Miſſenden, 

Wendover, Ayleſbury, Winjlow, and Buckingham, 
which laſt is diſtant from London 57, from Oxford 25 
miles, Here are three principal inns, the Cobham 
Arms, the White Hart, and the George; a ftrait gra- 
vel road, of two miles in length, leads from Bucking- 
ham to a large Corinthian Arch or Gate-way, 60 feet 
high, and 60 feet wide, decorated on each fide with a 
large Milliary column, from whence appears the gar- 
den front of his Lordſhip's houſe, proudly ſtanding on 
the ſummit of a verdant hill, and encompaſſed by the 
garden and park, From this arch, by the New Inn, 
you deſcend to the garden entrance; but the road to the 
Houſe leads through the arch, in which are dwelling- 


rooms for the keeper, and is beautifully diverſified with _ 


hill, valley, lawn, river, and a perpetual change of 
ſcene arifing from the numerous buildings intermixed 
with wood, and © boſomed high in tufted trees, 
which ſtrike the eye with a moſt pictureſque and ever 
varying magnificence, |

At the fouth entrance of the Gardens are two Pavil- 


lions ſupported by Doric pillars, originally deſigned by 
Kent, and altered by Signor Borra, Architect to the 
King. of Sardinia. 

Here you have a view, very ſtriking at firſt entrance, 
of the Houſe, crowning the brow of the oppoſite hill, 
and rifing from the woods which bound the two extre- 
mities of it; and of the two rivers_on the right-hand 
meeting in one ſtream, which run into a kind of bay.

The inſide is adorned with paintings, by Mr. Sclater, 
taken from Spen/er's FaiRyY QUEEN,—The lady is the 
fair Hellinore, who having left a diſagreeable huſband, 
and wandering in the woods, was met by the polite ſet 
of gentry ſhe is dancing with : ſhe likes their manner 
of life, and reſolves to enjoy it with them. Her old 
ſpouſe Malbecco is inconſolable for his loſs; he wanders 
many days in ſearch of her, and at length finds her 
(you ſee him at a diſtance peeping from behind a tree) 
revelling with a beaſtly herd of ſatyrs. When the 
evening comes on, he follows the company to their 
retirement, takes a commodious ſtand, and to his great 
torment ſees every thing that paſſes among them, After 
they were all laid aſleep, he creeps gently to his lady, 
and you ſee him in the other painting offering to be re- 
conciled to her again, if ſhe will return back with him, 
But Hellinore threatens to awake the Satyrs, and get 
him ſeverely handled if he does not immediately leave 
her. Upon which the poor uſeleſs old man is obliged 
to fly, and ſoon after runs diſtracted.

rougheſt ſtones, with no other decoration than that of 
ſome few ſpars and broken flints; from the lower 
cavern the water flows, and from the opening above 
this a ſmall ſtream drops into the river. The inſide is 
finiſhed with a variety of ſhells, ſpars, foſſils, petrifac- 
tions, and broken glaſs, which reflect the rays of light. 
At the upper end is a circular receſs in which are two

An oval lighted by a central opening in a dome: The 
cieling is divided into compartments which diminiſh 
towards the centre, each compartment containing 
pannels richly decorated. The oval light is ornamented 
with ſcroll work, and circular pannels;; at each end 
of it are female figures terminating in the. ſame ſcroll 
work, and ſupporting the arms of the late Earl Temple, 
and the preſent Marquis of Buckingham.

Decorated at each end with the fineſt Scaiola columng, 
executed by Signor Bartoli, after the Sienna marble, 
the capitals are richly gilt, as are the mouldings, and 
the ornaments in reliet throughout this room. The 
walls are divided into pannels, within which is a pro- 
fuſion of paintings in Arabeſque and other ſubjects:.— 
the general idea is taken from the Loggia of Raphael at 
Rome, but the decoration is varied with great taſte in 
the deſign and execution.— The figures, the foliage, 
the birds, and architecture in theſe paintings are all 
finiſhed with the greateſt attention to nature, and to 
the harmony of colouring. 

At one end is a receſs decorated in the ſame beautiful 
manner, but the pilaſters which ſupport it are painted 
on a gold ground, in a ſtile perfectly new; the ſame 
ground and decoration ornament the friezes of the 
doors, and the pannels of the ſhutters, Within this 
niche is a ſtatue of Apollo richly gilt, and placed upon 
2 Piedeſtal, which contains an Organ; the niche is 
crowned with feſtoons of laurel and a lyre, all richly 
carved and gilt in variegated gold. The doors are 
divided into pannels, the ground of which is pink; the 
paintings within them are in Chiaro Scuro, and are all 
varied with the utmoſi taſte. 

The cieling is from a deſign of Raphaels, it is divided 
into compartments, ſome of which are painted in 
Chiaro Scuro upon pink grounds, but the principal are 
painted in colours: that in the centre repreſents the 
Dance of the Hours, the Seaſons, and Aurora round the 
Sun, which forms the centre ; the figure of Night wrapt 


in her mantle retires under a cloud. The two oblong 


compart- 
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compartments repreſent, the one a Bacchandl pro- 
ceſſion, the other the revels of Sardanapalus.—From 
the centre hangs a glaſs luſtre, and four girandoles in 
the corners are ſupported by candelabra moſt elegantly 
carved and gilt. | 

The deſign, decoration, and execution of this room 
is the work of Signor Yaldre, and does the greateſt 
credit to his genius and his pencil. 

The chimney-piece is Roman ; the pannels are of the 
Roſſo Antico with ornaments in Or Moulu; a girandole- 
ſtands upon it. The tables are of the fineſt Verde An- 
tico: they were executed at Rome:—the frames are 
decorated in a ſingular flile, being inlaid with the ſame 
marble ;—the tablets, upon which the figures in
